1 . The IDS has been considered. Morikawa, Oishi, and Bessette are cited as of 
interest. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. Figures 7-12 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

4. Claims 1 ,4,7 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claims 4 
and 7, the phrase "the configuration" has no antecedent. In claim 1 , the phrases "the 
modulation", "the recording rate", "the previously-specified number", and "the rate is 
adjusted in a recording tape" have no antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is 
required.
